ORGANIZES 


On Saturday, April 11, the 
City Council of the City of 
Sierra Madre met in Special 
session and set an ad¬ 
journed meeting for Tues¬ 
day, April 21 for the piirpose 
of canvassing the votes, and 
if found sufficient to swear 
in th,e Cou.ncilmen so 
elected. 

The City Council met in 
Adjourned' Session Tuesday 
evening at the hour of 7:30, 
canvassed the votes and 
found that Coun c 11 m e n 
Ralph R. Rule and Robert C. 
Hartman were re-elected to 
fill their expired terms and 
that James Abernethy was 
elected as a third member 
of the Council. L. Marie 
Warfel then swore into of¬ 
fice James Abernethy and 
the Council then proceeded 
to organize. 

Councilman John Simons 
was selected' by the Council 
to be the Mayor of Sierra 
Madre for the next year and 
Ralph R. Rule was selected 
as Mayor Protem. Mayor 
Simons will now make his 
appointments for the com¬ 
ing year and will announce 
them to the Council for con¬ 
firmation within the next 
week or so. The Council 
then adjourned to its regu¬ 
lar meeting April 28. 


Fire Call number 15 came 
at 4:32 on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing when your firefighters 
were summoned to 227 West 
Orange Grove due to heavy 
smoke In the area. 

Engine 424 answered the 
call in two min-utes 12 sec¬ 
onds to find that a mattress 
was afire due to smoki.ng a 
pipe in bed.

SENSING THE NEWS 


AROUND THE U. S. CAPITOL 


About the only consolation to bo gained from paying 
taxes is the thought that others are going through the 
same agony. When it appears that the other guy is not 
paying his share, then we are justified in raising our 
voices. 

Eiglit out of ten Californians are paying an average 
of nearly 14 per cent more in taxes on their monthly 
electricity bills than do the other two for whom the tax 
does not apply. 

The difference is that the larger group is served by 
taxpaying, investor owned electric companies while the 
tax-exempt are customers of non-taxpaying government- 
operated utilities. 

Last year, for instance, the customers of investor- 
owned electric utilities paid state and local taxes amount¬ 
ing to $180 million. By contrast, customers of government- 
owned utiiities paid only $1.5 million,mainly in the form 
of self-set “in lieu” contributions for the sole use of their 
local governments. 

All of us would like to arrange the level of wliat we 
might pay in taxes, but is it fair when it means that 
our neighbor (in this case, the customer of an investor- 
owned utilities iiaid only $1.5 million, mainly in the form 
bills — to pay for the non-taxpayer’s sliare of schools 
and state government? 

There is relief in siglit. It is tlie Utility Equaliza¬ 
tion Tax Law (AB908) brought before the California Leg¬ 
islature this session. 

Tile measure would bring into line all customers of 
('leetric utilities in the State, closing the tax loopliole 
enjoy('d by the customers of government-operated utilities. 
This new-found tax money, estimated to amount to more 
(ban $28 million in the first year, would be earmarked 
siKH'ifically for education - 90 per cent to local schools, 

the remainder to the State Scliool Fund. 

Rates for the customers of govenment-operated elec¬ 
tric utilities nec'd not be effected, in most cases. The 26 
municipal-op('rat('d utilities in the state last year reported 
total “profits” of nearly $75 million. 

Passage of AB908 is imperative not only to correct 
an obvious tax injustice, but also it uncovers a new source 
of revenuf' whicli miglit easily be* absorbed without in¬ 
creasing costs to the taxpayer. And, local and state funds 
would be benefited by sorely-m'edcKl additional funds. 

There is no valid reason for continuing this discrim- 
inatoiy tax treatment among California homeowners and 
businesses, and some very good reasons to urge support 
of AB908. 


Now’s the Time 


Activity, h'gislative and otherwise is taking place to 
got the iK'ople to approve an increase on genral obliga¬ 
tion bonds from 5 per cent to 7 p(;r cent in California. 
The cry is tliat we can not sell our bonds because of the 
low intert'st rate, which by law is set at 5 per cent. 

Little is said however about just how much these 
general obligation tax Ixmds cost the property owners 
over and nlx)ve the actual selling price of the bonds them- 
selv('S. 

For instance if the people vote for a million dollar 
Ixind issue at 5 per cent interest to Ix' amortized over 
20 years, the cost to taxpayers, including legal lees, com- 
missiorts and interest amounts to two million dollar’s, twice 
the amount of the bonds voted. 

A lot of thesr- bonds are refinatux'd at timr's arrd paid 
off over longer periods of time, with a big additioir in 
the interest costs. Many are ndinanced aird or juggled 
with no knowledge to tire public. 

Under tire 7 per cent interest raise the final cost to 
the taxpayers on bonds will go up between on third and 
on hall more. An added confiscatory cost. 

I am almost afraid to tell you that the irreserrt total 
bonded debt in California is already 42 billion dollars 
more than the tatal assessed value of all of the real 
property on the tax rolls. This is one reason why Cali¬ 
fornia bonds are almost impossible to sell now. Unless 
we stop voting bonds, the mortgage on people’s properly 
lor Ixmds alone will be as much as the property is worth 
before long. 

I have written several legislators to ask that a de- 
esculation clause be written into all Irond issues. So that 
if the prime interest rate goes down in the next few years 
to a normal 5 per cent the property owners will not re¬ 
main stuck for from 20 to 40 years with a 7 per cent 
interest rate. 

Such a de-csculation clause would not only be right, 
but would save property owners hundreds of millions of 
dollars, and to me it would bo inexcusable for the legis- 
latun' to lot this just go by the boards. 

There is not a legislator in office who would let this 
kind of a deal bo put over on him in his private business 
and the least they could do is to look out for the taxpayer 
once in a while. This is what we pay them for. 

In this campaign you wiil liave a chance to see your 
Assemblyman or your Senator who Is running for elec¬ 
tion. It would be a good idea to put this question squarely 
to him and tell him that you expect him to “get on the 
ball” and protect the taxpayers. 

Now is the time for all good taxpayers to come to 
the aid of themselves. 


Welfare careerists — the 
drones who live at the ex- 
peivse of tax,paying citizens 
— had reason for rejoicing 
in March when a majority 
of the U.S. Supreme Court 
decided that welfare reci¬ 
pients may not be cut off 
the relief rolls without a 
hearing. 

The 5 to 3 decision means 
that the court holds welfare 
to be are .absolute right of 
those who say they are in 
.need. Under the terms of the 
decision, welfare recipients 
.don’t have to prove their 
eligibility. “The Washington 
Evening Star,” in analyzing 
the court decision, said: 
“Under this philo-sophy, 
public a.ssistance is an ab- 
.sol.ute right of the destitute. 
It is, in effect, the property 
of the impoveri.shed — prop¬ 
erty that cannot be denied 
without due process o f 
law.” 

Once again, therefore, the 
Supreme Court has exceeded 
its proper limits. NothiriT in 
the hi.story of welfare legis¬ 
lation in this country sug- 
ge.sts that Congre.ss or the 
taxpayers consider w-elfare 
a!i ab.solute right or the 
property of the im p o v - 
eri.shed. 

Ju.stice Black, joined by 
Ju.stice Stewart and Chief 
Ju.stice Burger came mucli 
.nearer to the mark when ho 
wrote that welfare is <a 
“gratuity” from the affluent 
to the destitute, in plain 
language, welfare is a 
handout. A.nd Americans, as 
,a whole, certainly dn,u’t be¬ 
lieve that a handout is an 
absolute right. 

The American people 
arenT hard-hearted. Time 
and again they have dem¬ 
onstrated their sincere con¬ 
cern for people who are poor 
and who .need assi.stance. 
Cities, counties, state's, the 
federal government — plus 
countless private agencies, 
groups and organizations — 
provide aid to genuinely 
needy people. But public 
and private charity isn’t a 
right. Moreover, what about 
the unemployed people who 
aren’t willing to work, who 
desire to feed from the pub¬ 
lic trough? That’s where the 
welfare problem ari.ses. 

As ever.v com m unit y 
k.now.s, there is an element 
of peoplp who seek a depen¬ 
dence and who have no in¬ 
tention of working if the 
taxpayers will provide them 
with food, housing and their 
other wants. Tlie current 
popular .song about the 
‘W('lfare Cadillac” de a 1 s 
with a reality — the indivi¬ 
dual who lives at the ex- 
pen.se of other people. 


taxpayer expense in order 
to defend a welfare claim. 

It is ,no wonder that Chief 
Justice Burger termed the 
welfare “right” ruling an 
“unwise and precipi t o u s 
constitutional holding.” The 
decision is a violation of the 
property rights of the work¬ 
ing American who is re¬ 
quired to contribute a por¬ 
tion of his earnings to those 
who have no inclination to 
work.

A.C.L.U. Gets A Haircut 


When four Marin County high school athletes re¬ 
fused to cut their long hair to the reasonable length 
prc?scribod by ttie coach lor all members of the track 
team, the American Civil Liberties Union came buckety- 
buckety to their aid. It took the boys’ case into federal 
court. And got a haircut. 

Chief Judge George B. Harris rejected the ACLU’s 
plea and told the boys that they had two alternatives: 
“merely to forego an athletic competition or trim tiio 
hair above the collar and around the ears during a 
particular athletic season.” 

The coach’s tonsorial rule was, of course, perfectly 
reasonable, as Judge Harris made eminently clear. He 
pointed out that “athletics provide a unique form for 
the development of discipline, individual sacrifice and 
teamwork not available in other school programs.” 

“In these parlous, troubled times,” he added, “when 
discipline in certain quarters appears to be an ugly 
word, it should not be considered unreasonable nor re¬ 
garded as an impingement of constitutional prerogatives, 
to require plaintiffs to bring themselves within the spirit, 
purpose and intendments of the questioned rule.” 

’The youngsters pouted about it, and the ACLU pro¬ 
mised an appeal, naturally. But most of us will say 
“Amen.” 


who are tragically numer¬ 
ous i.n our society. In the 
past, alert agencies could 
cut these types off the wel¬ 
fare rolls once they were de¬ 
tected. Now the public agen¬ 
cies will have to go to court 
to get rid of parasites. This 
will be an oinormously cost¬ 
ly and time-consuming pro¬ 
cess. The likelihood is that 
many cities and states wiil 
have to give up, as a prac¬ 
tical matter, attempts to 
clea.n the leeches off the 
welfare rolls. With federal- 
ly-fina.nced OEO lawyers to 
help them, welfare chiselers 
will be virtually immune 
unless the Supreme Court’s 
ruling is negated by posi- 
t i ve congressional action. 
Action along this ilne is 
imperative, of course. 'Tlie 
Congre.ss has a responsibil¬ 
ity to taxpaying, productive 
citizens to establish by sta¬ 
tutory law that a public 
handout is not a right. 

Even more than that is 
involved, however. The Su¬ 
preme Court’s decision in 
effect decrees that the 
United States is a welfare 
state — a country in which 
a lazy individual is entitled 
to public .support even 
though he declines to take 
work that is offered to him. 

The notion of a welfare 
state has been a long time 
germinating. Now it has 
bee.n carried to the ultimate 
extreme, to the doctrine that 
welfare is an absolute right. 
'The court’s ruling in all like¬ 
lihood will bo followed up 
by a decision saying that 
every welfare recipient is 
entitled to legal counsel at 


In 1848, the League of 
Just Men hired Karl Marx 
to write the “Communist 
Manifesto.” Today that doc¬ 
ument still .stands as the 
best definition of the econo¬ 
mic goals of Communism. 
Since Communism is the 
major threat to the peace 
a.nd .security of the United 
States, it would be well if 
Americans were occasionai- 
ly reminded of the terms sot 
forth in the “Communist 
Manifesto”: 

1. Abolition of property i.n 
land and application of all 
rents of land to public pur¬ 
poses. 

2. A heavy progressive or 
graduated income tax. 

3. Abolition of all right of 
inheritance. 

4. Confiscation of the 
property of all emigrants 
and rebels. 

5. Centralization of credit 
ire the hands of the .state, 
by men,ns of a national 
bank with state capital and 
an exclusive monopoly. 

G. Centralization of the 
moa.n.s of communicat i o n 
and transport in the hands 
of the state. 

7. Extension of factorie.s 
and instruments of produc¬ 
tion owned by the state; 
the bringing into cultivation 
of waste lands, and the im¬ 
provement of the .soil gen¬ 
erally in. accordance with a 
common plan. 

8 . Equal liability of all to 
labor. E.stabllshment of in- 
du.strial armies, especially 
for agriculture. 

9. Combination of agricul¬ 
ture with manufacturing ire- 
du.stries: gradual abolish¬ 
ment of the distinction be¬ 
tween town and co-u.ntry by 
a more equitable distribu¬ 
tion of the population over 
the country. 

10. Free education for all 
children' in public schools. 

Knowing what has hap¬ 
pened i.n the United States 
in recent years, it is diffi¬ 
cult at best to realize that 
the above points were out¬ 
lined in 1848 by Karl Marx, 
as necessary steps for so¬ 
cializing a country. But they 
were, and we Americans 
shcruld be constantly aware 
of them if we wa.nt to see 
that our country does ,not 
.succumb.
